CHAPTER 106.

RELATING TO FOREIGN MUTUAL INSURANCE COMPANIES.

AN ACT to repea] Section 1760 of the Revision of 1860, and rela-
ting to Foreign Mutual Insurance Companies.

Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly
of the State of Iowa, That Section 1760 of the Revis-
ion of 1860, be and the same is hereby repealed; Pro-
vided, that this Act shall not be construed so as to pre-
vent Mutual Lite Insurance Companies, incorporated
by the laws of any other State than the State of Iowa,
from transacting business within this State as provided
by C?apter 39 of the Acts of the Ninth General As-
sembly.

This Act being deemed 'of immediate imn-
portance, shall be in force from and after its publication
in the Jowa Homestead and State Register, newspapers
published in Des Moines. '
